There i* a peculiar custom of adop¬ 
tion among the Malagasy*, called Mood 
brutherahip, whioh ia accomplished by 
cutting the breasts of both tha n>*u 
who dealt« to become relatetl, . id 
soaking a piece of ootton doth in the 
blood of each. These delicate tokens 
are then exchanged and swallowed, 
after Which interesting and appetiaing 
proewaa the two ara brother* for all 
purpoaea, even to tha inheritance ot 
property. Mi range aa it may aeem.th* 
white residents of th* island ara often 
adopted by tb.- Malagasy* in order to 
facilitate trad*. 

The dwelling* of tho tribes differ 
considerably. The Hovaa lira in *nb 
■tautial houae* built of aun-dried 
bricks, which they manufacture th*m- 
eelvea. Three houses hare partitions 
and window*, and are quite comfort¬ 
able. The Hak*lavas live in bamboo 
aud graaa house*, squat*, one-roomed 
structure*, with sloping roof# The 
floor ia of dirt and fairly swarm* with 
flea*, which are peculiarly ravenous in 
Madagascar.
